If only the drudgery of 
dish w ashing couid be disposed of once 
a day instead of morning, noon and 
night kitchen work would be in greater 
dem and than it is. 
The careful housekeeper will alw ays 
resent the suggestion th at once a day 
is often enough to w ash dishes.
